TEN PER CENT. 


The Hailway Commissioners Still 
Gruping Through the Centra) 
Pacttic’s Peculiar Finan- 
cial Operations. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, July 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At today’s session of the 
Pacific Railroad Commission, T. S. Douty 
testified in regard to affairs of the Western 
Development Company, the principal share- 
holders of which, he said, were Messrs. 
Stanford, Hopkins, Crocker and Colton. 
Douty stated that the Development Com- 
pany used the Central Pacific as a sort of 
bank, but never overdrew its account, and 
the Central Pacific was now indebted to the 
Development Company for work done. He 
further stated that the liabilities of the De- 
velopment Company were about $10,000,000 
or $12,000,000 and the assets the same. 

Douty was asked whether or not Stanford, 
Hopkins, Huntington and Crocker used the 
funds of the Central Pacific to push other 
works at a profit of 10 per cent. 

He replied that he did not know, and re- 
ferred the commission to Stanford for in- 
formation on this point. 

THAT TEN PER CENT. PROFIT. 

Littler asked Douty if it was not a fact 
that as managers cf the Western Develop- 
ment Company Stanford, Huntington, 
Hopkins and Crocker advanced money of 
the Central Pacific to carry on the company.

THAT TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT.

The south-bound passenger train ran 
over a steep embankment near the 
pass. The red hot stoves and still 
burning lamps quickly set fire to the 
overturned cars, and several bodies 
were burned beyond recognition, and 
one of these was supposed to be that of 
Mrs. Gov.

As soon as the ruins could be approach- 
ed with safety the railroad employés set 
to work collecting the remains of those 
who had been burned. This they did 
as carefully as such a work could be 
done, numbering each pile of bones or 
portions of bodies with the number of 
berths where found as nearly as the 
number could be ascertained.

KANSAS CITY'S CABLE RAILROADS 
AND THEIR IMMENSE PROFITS. 


A Two and a Half Mile Read That 
Makes $800 a Day—Other Street Car 


of the cable railroad as well perhaps as any 
town in the country. It has now three cable 
street railroads, and a number more are be 
ing built. The father of the cable foads here 
isa young man named Gillam, who does not 
look to be over thirty years of age. He was, 
as Mr. Lawrence, the ng editor of The 


managi 
Kansas City Journal, tells me, in the real 


estate business when he first came to Kansas 
City, and he devoted bis engineering talents 
to moving the immense hills of earth of 
which Kansas City is made from one point to 
another. He kept cutting down here and 
filling up there, and it wasa pet project of 
his to devis3 some way to get over the bluff 
which here hangs over the river landing and 
upon the top and back of which the city is 
built. This bluff rises almost precipitously 
from the river, and its sides are lined with 
terraces of little boxlike one story houses. It 
is ragged and angry, and is perhaps 200 feet 
high. A long detour had to be made to get 
into the city, and Gillam schemed for a 
time upon an inclined plane cable road 
which sbould carry passengers only to 
the top of the bluff. This, however, 
did not take, and he then got up a company 
to lay a cable road up this incline and to run 
it off through the business part of the city. 
It was an expensive undertaking, but it is a 
complete success, and this road now carries 
20,000 passengers a day. It charges five 
cents apiece and has an income of $1,000 a day. 
When it was being built it was estimated that 
3,000 farés a day would pay all its expenses, 
and that 5,000 passengers would enable it to 
give a dividend. Its capital issomething over 
$1,000,000, and its profits must be over $800 
aday.

Kansas City paving a great deal with

Kansas City 
has twenty miles of streets paved in this way 
to six miles of MacAdam and not quite two 
miles of stone blocks, As to sidewalks, the 
older parts. of the city are laid out with 
brick and there is some flagging, but all over 
it the wide board walks of a new western 
town remain in patches. In front of some of 
the chief business stores—rooms which rent 
for $1,000 and upwards per year—these board 
walks are seen, and they, in some places, form 
the pavement in front of ground worth $1,000 
to 62.000 a front foot, and under buildings 
which are of four, five or six stories in height.

The stores of Kansas City are good and 
many of them carry very large stocks of 
goods, The price of such things as I knew 
seemed to me not higher than in the east and 
the collection as good as could be found in 
eastern cities of the same size. Kansas City 
has been made by its commerce, and it is in 
this that its future will largely consist. It 


has, however, fields of coal at no great dis- 


tance along a number of its railroads, and 
manufacturing is beginning to be done to 
some extent, In 1886 the manufactured 
product of the city, including 836, 000, 000 in 
meat packing, amounted to $59,000,000, om- 
bracing everything from whisky to ma- 
chinery. 

In reports given * the two leading daily 
papers of Kansas City summing up the busi- 
ness of tie past six months, it is stated that 
there has been an increase of about 40 per 
cent. in the wholesale business of tho city 
since the beginning of this year, and 
the retail mercbants generally report that 
trade is good. The wholesale grocery 
which amounted to $20,000,000 in 1886, is es- 
timated to have increased 10 per cent., whole- 
sale dry goods sales have increased 50 per 
cent. and agricultural implements about 25 
per cent. The crops are excellent all over 
Kansas and in the territory tributary to this 
city, and a renin fall trade is expected.

At the left of the Extra-Muros is a 
little chapel, through whose open doors 
the seabreeze sweeps, bearing the rattle 
of the palm leaves; and its altar holds 
the noted Black Christ, deemed of cur- 
ious ethnological interest, as showing 
how each race attributes to the in- 
carnation of divinity the traits of its 
own type. This image is, however, 
merely tawny, and not nearly so char- 
acteristic as one I saw at Cuantla, gen- 
uinely black, and notable not only for 
color, but for facial and muscular ex- 
pression. I never saw a more ghastly 
realistic production. 

The people of Vera Cruz are affable 
and fond of social pleasure. Outsiders 
declare that their gayety is excessive 
and that vice is rampant in the city. 
I saw no indications of such conditions 
in my too-brief sojourn. I can vouch 
for the gallantry of the Vera Cruz 
gentlemen, in the non-offensive but 
courteous sense of the term. 

It is odd to note what a dearth is 
there of objects distinctly tropical; one 
sees On sale no monkeys, no armadilloes 
no iguanas, and only an occasional 
parrot. Neither is there the variety 
of tropical fruits found in the markets 
of the national capital, which, of 
course, attracts the best productions. 
To my mind, even the fish in Mexico is 
better than at the port, an immense 
quantity being shipped thither. 

Of course every one has heard the 
statement that at the time of the con- 
quest Montezuma’s table was served 
with fresh fish caught at Vera Cruz 
but twenty-four hours earlier, and con- 
veyed up to the plateau city by a sys- 
tem of the swift native runners. In 
these days, beside the fish sent packed 
on ice, much is shipped that has n 
fried at Vera Cruz to prevent its 
spoiling. 

Still, life at this port is very lively at 
night. Electric lights make the scene 
brilliant, and with the lowered tempera- 
ture people emerge from their seclusion 
of the daytime and stroll and chat with 
vivacity. Instead of the after-dinner 
cup of coffee at home, gentlemen here 
come out to take it at little tables 
under the arcades of the hotels and 
resturants, and these portals are really 
a sort of exchange or club for meeting 
and recreation. 

The shells that come in on the beaches 
here are mostly small and common, 
although fine ones do come in after the 
terrific northers that semi-occasionally 
convert this tropic spot into a howling 
boreal wilderness, and over on the ree 
at Ulloa may be found some handsome 
ones. I brought away some beauties, 
given me by the ladies at the castle. 

To anyone visiting the City of Mex- 
ico, I would certainly say, Go down 
to Vera Cruz, if you have never seen a 
fortign pa Wy and by all means visit 
the Island-Castle of San Juan de 
Ulloa.”’

Small boats and canoes crowded round 
the fort, and ventured nearer than the 
larger vessels. carried man 
former friends of the soldiers, who 
were anxious to say good-by to the dis- 
comfitted Yankees whom they knew. 
Sellman was on post on the wharf as 
pompous as ever, and yelling oc- 
casionally, Lou keep back dat 
boat, oder I s fire. But in spite 
of his threat and the very belligerent 
attitude which he assumed, with his 
arms to port,“ the boats came nearer 
and nearer, by imperceptible and 85 
haps involuntary advances, until they 
were close to the wharf—at least 
the front rank of them was.

named Delane. He was a North Caro- 
linian by birth, a blacksmith by trade, 
and had been a soldier in the same 
company as the sentinel. But a short 
time before the company left Ft. 
Moultrie he became convinced that it 
was his duty to go with his State, and, 
as he was some distance away, he de- 
cided to start a little ahead of her. 
So, being only a soldier, and. conse- 
quently debarred from tendering his 
resignation in a dignitied manner like 
a commissioned deserter, he quietly 
abandoned the service one night and 
became an ordinary deserter. He had 
now entered the service of South Care- 
lina, and wore a gray uniform. and no 
doubt wanted to flaunt it in the faces 
of his old comrades before they de- 
parted for the cold North. 

LASSOING: A DESERTER—ALMOST, 
Meantime Lieut. Norman J. Hall 
had taken a bird’s-eye view of the sit- 
uation. He recognized lane in a 
boat with four or five others about 
forty feet from the wharf. All our 
boats were burned or riddled with shot, 
and the forty feet of blue water be- 
tween Delane and his would-be captor 
was a perfect barrier. At least so 
thought Delane. Lieut. Hall, how- 
ever, thought otherwise. He was from 
Michigan, and had learned to throw 
the lasso in his youth. So he retired 
within the fort, procured a suitable 
rope and prepared a lasso, and then 
sauntered in a listless, careless man- 
ner toward the wharf. But Delane 
had taken fright. Whether the sudden 
change in the sentinel’s demeanor had 
aroused his suspicions or some friend 
had given him a hint we could not tell, 
but by the time Lieut. Hall got to the 
end of the wharf Delane’s boat was be- 
yond gunshot. 

Foiled in his attempt to arrest the 
deserter, Lieut. Hall returned to the 
fort, and the procession started for the 
steamer. First came the drummers 
and fifers playing ‘*Yankee Doodle,“ 
then the s carrying the 
topmast with the flag, then the troops. 
I think there were about sixty of them. 
There had been seventy odd, but two 
had been killed by an accident and six 
or eight wound The steamer that 
awaited them was the Planter,a cotton- 
boat of the high-pressure persuasion. 
The tide was high, and the main-deck 
of the steamer was on a level with the 
wharf. She was still blowing off 
steam, as if determined to drown the 
efforts of the drummers and fifers. 
Her hurricane-deck was very high 
above the main-deck, to enable her to 
carry three or four tiers of cotton- 
bales, and her 8 was perched 
like a large-sized sentry-box on the 
forward end of the hurricane-deck. 
The pilot, a colored man and a slave, 
with an intelligent countenance, 
watched the — from the win- 
dow of the pilot-house, and a man in 
naval undre3s uniform paced the hur- 
ricane-deck abaft the smoke-stacks.

Of course, 
the betting was all bombast. There 
were no takers. But the offerings were 
all the more liberal and lively on that 
account, and none the less amusing. 
When the hidden batteries were un- 
masked there was much disappoint- 
ment. There were only three in all, 
unless, as was boldly asserted by some 
of the disappointed ones, the rebels 
were holding afew in reserve, or, as

The bombardment was over, and the 
org A garrison was ready to go—in 
fact, they had taken their departure. 
There were none of the earmarks of 
surrender about it. They carried their 


of ammunition in their cartridge-boxes 
and marched to the martial tune of 
Yankee Doodle; and when the last sol- 
diers — on board of the Planter, 
not asoul remainedin Sumter. Whether 
it was a concession to ‘‘the gallantry 
with which Major Anderson had de- 
fended his post”’ or not, I cannot say. 
But there were no armed rebels in the 
immediate vicinity of the fort when he 
marched out; and although there were 
thousands of spectators, there was no 
cheering. When those sixty odd men 
marched out, South Carolina had not 
the heart tocheer.

GEN, J. M. TUTTLE. 


Sketch of the Man Who Objected to the 
President’s Presence at St. Louis. 
Gen, James Madison Tuttle, who has be- 
come known all over the country through 
leading the opposition to President Cleve- 
land's proposed visit to the Grand Army en- 
campment at St. Louis, was born near Sum- 
merfield, Monroe county, Sept. 24, 1823. His 

education was obtained in the co 
and when 10 years old he removed with his 
father to Fayette county, Ind., where he re- 


engaged pur- 
suits. His life prior to the breaking out of 
the war was comparatively uneventful. In 
the fall of 1855 he was elected sheriff of Van 
Buren county, and two years later was 
elected county treasurer and recorder.

In the follow- 

ing May his com- 

pany was assigned 

to the Second Iowa 

infantry, and he 

was chosen lieuten- 

ant colonel of the 

regiment, and on 

the 5th of the fol- 

lowing September 7 

was made its @ 

colonel.
